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The Resurrection of Christ in Distinction 


from the Resurrection of Lazarus 
by METROPOLITAN SERGIUS 
(Later Patriarch of Moscow and All Russia) 


According to the Gospel of John, the resurrection of 
Lazarus was the latest cause of the people’s jubilation at 
the Lord Jesus Christ's entrance into Jerusalem (John 
12:18), and this entrance, in its turn, appeared to be 
a kind of anticipation of the Lord’s Suffering and Re- 
surrection which followed. 

In strict accordance with the Evangelic narrative, the 
order of divine service in our Orthodox Church directs 
us to celebrate the resurrection of Lazarus on Saturday, 
the eve of the Lord’s Entrance into Jerusalem, and es- 
tablishes the closest bond between these two feast days. 
A single troparion (“Common Resurrection”) is ap- 
pointed for them both. Even generally in the services 
for these feast days both commemorations seem to be 
interwoven between each other. At the same time, the 
services of these two holydays appear to be a kind of 
prologue to the services of Passion Week, and heralds 
of resplendant Pascha. 

Without dwelling simply on the historical connection 
between the resurrection of Lazarus and the last days of 
the Lord's earthly life and His Resurrection, the Church, 
in her divine service, reveals also the ideational tie be- 
tween these events. Through the elevation of Lazarus 
from the dead “before His Passion,” the Lord wanted 
to “assure” (demonstrate that there absolutely will be) 
a general resurrection. And since the “first fruits” of 
the common resurrection is the Resurrection of Christ, 
the Lord asserted His own Resurrection through the re- 
surrection of Lazarus. Much as the Lord ‘showed His 
glory to His disciples” on Tabor that they might not be 
corrupted when “they behold Him crucified,” even so 
now, in view of the forthcoming Suffering, the Lord 
showed Himself the ‘“Vanquisher of death,” so that later 
the Suffering and Death on the Cross would not dim 
the disciples’ faith in the Resurrection of Christ and af- 
ter it the coming general resurrection. In this way, the 
resurrection of Lazarus is a proof of the Divinity of 
Christ and proof that He is “‘Lord of the living and the 
dead.” 

The close historical and ideational connection be- 
tween the resurrection of Lazarus and the Resurrection 
of Christ must not, however, obscure for us the most 
essential difference between these two events, a difference 
making them phenomena—each perfect, almost contra- 
dictory—of a special order. 

Lazarus was resurrected for this world, in order to 
continue his former earthly, bodily life in its present 
conditions. He was resurrected therefore with his for- 
mer body. The process of corruption which had been 
commencing in his body was merely halted; but the 
body itself did not become incorruptable. Lazarus later 
died again, and to one degree or another his body be- 
came subject to corruption. As a phenomenon belonging 
to this world (in its present state of being under the 
curse) the bady of Lazarus regained all its characteristics 


peculiar to material things, and was accessible to the ob- 
servations of the exterior senses of man. All who were 
present, therefore, were witnsses to the resurrection of 
Lazarus irrespective of the disposition of their souls; 
both those who believed in Christ and those who were 
His enemies witnessed it whether they desired this event 
or not (John 11:45-46). Anyone could verify the re- 
surrection of Lazarus in exactly the same way: it was 
necessary only to go to Bethany and see there the resur- 
rected one, himself. (John 12:9-11). It is not surprising 
that Christ's enemies entertained the idea of killing La- 
zarus in order to remove what was literal proof of that 
which Christ had performed. 

The fact that Lazarus’ resurrection belongs to the or- 
der of phenomena of this world presented the Evangelist 
with the possibility of describing Lazarus’ resurrection 
with great detail, much as he might any offiér event in 
the earthly life of our Lord Jesus Christ. From this de- 
scription we learn some very characteristic features. For 
example, in order to call Lazarus out of the tomb it was 
necessary first to remove the stone which covered the 
entrance to the tomb; Lazarus’ body was subject to the 
conditions of material life as before. In answer to the 
creative, ‘“Lazarus, come forth!’’ Lazarus in truth came 
out of the tomb though he was bound with the winding 
bands of burial (‘‘with miracle confirming a miracle’’) ; 
but he was unable to free himself from the bands with- 
out the assistance of others. 

The Gospel narrative of the resurrection of Lazarus 
gives a completely definite and historical theme for both 
ecclesiastical poetry and iconography. The imagination 
of poet or artist can, of course, color this theme with 
some sort of secondary details: For example, the unrest 
of Hades and death, having been commanded to re- 
lease Lazarus, and experiencing a foreboding that this 
will lead later to the necessity of also releasing the 
other dead can be portrayed. The poet can attempt to 
reveal the inner trials of the risen Lazarus and the like. 
But all these details come back to the basic theme, and 
essentially cannot add anything to it. This theme for the 
iconographer is, in part, absolutely concrete: the open 
tomb and bound-up Lazarus coming out of the tomb be- 
fore the eyes of the gathered multitude. There is no 
room for any doubts or guess work regarding the ques- 
tion of the manner in which Lazarus came out of the 
tomb. The Gospel narrative gives a completely definite 
answer to this question 

This is not the picture we see regarding the Resurrec- 
tion of Christ. First of all, not one Evangelist mentions 
the manner in which Christ arose. The Evangelists mere- 
ly relate appearances of the already risen Lord; they do 
not describe the actual act of Resurrection. 

The Evangelist St. Matthew seems to approach neater 
to the very moment of Christ's Resurrection than the 
others when he relates the descent of the light-bearing 
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angel who rolled back the door of the sepulchre and 
sat upon it And for fear of him, the guards were 
struck with terror and became as dead men’”’ (28:2-4). 

This Gospel narrative gives later artists the theme for 
depicting the Resurrection of Christ. In conformity to 
the Gospel, they portray an angel sitting on a stone 
which has been rolled away from the sepulchre, and 
guards either prostrated by fear or in flight. But to this 
o1iginal Gospel material they make a most substantial 
addition from themselves, from their imagination. They 
depict here also the Risen One, Himself, coming forth 
out of the tomb with the banner of victory. The impres- 
sion is that the stone has been rolled back from the 
grave in order to give the Risen One the opportunity to 
come forth out of the grave, similar to the way this was 
necessary at the resurrection of Lazarus, and that the 
unbelie ving soldier-guards were eyewitnesses of Christ's 
Resurrection and had become terror stricken not so 
much by the sight of the angel, but at the sight of the 
Risen One, Himself. 

It is not difficult to see how grossly the Gospel nar- 
tative is perverted by such an artistic transmittal of it or, 
more accurately, by such arbitrary re-interpretation. Ac- 
cording to the Gospel, the angel removed the stone from 
the entrance to the sepulchre not in order to open the 
way for the Risen Lord, but—quite the opposite—in 
order to show that He is now not in the grave (‘He is 
not here; for He has risen’’) ; and in order to give ‘those 
seeking Jesus crucified” the opportunity to convince 
themselves with their own eyes of the emptiness of the 
tomb, once they had glanced into the place “where the 
Lord hath lain.’’ This means that the Resurrection had 
already occurred before the angel's descent, before the 
stone was removed; the incomprehensible and inacces- 
sible to any eye had taken place. The soldiers, therefore, 
could not have been witnesses to the Resurrection. 


We are clearly given to understand by the Evangelist 
that the Myrrh-bearing Women who came to the tomb 
were witnesses not only of the earthquake, the angel's 
descent and the rest, but even of the terror of the flee- 
ing soldiers. The Myrrh-bearers were present at the very 
place. The angel, as if contrasting them with the fleeing 
soldiers, says, “Fear not,” and then promises the Myrrh- 
bearers that they will see the Lord in the near future. If 
the Myrrh-bearers did not see the Rsurrection, then most 
certainly the soldiers were unable to see it. Besides, the 
later behavior of the soldiers would be difficult to under- 
stand if they had been eyewitnesses of the Resurrection 
The centurion who witnessed merely the end of the 
Crucified One came to acknowledge that ‘Truly this was 
the Son of God."’ Could eyewitnesses of the Resurrection 
have remained unmoved in their indifference? In any 
case, it is doubtful that they could have been so easily 
bribed after such an experience. Certainly there is no 
basis to surmise the same embitterment on the part of 
the soldiers as that of the high priests and scribes, The 
soldiers, like the centurion, were more likely only ful- 
filling their duty, and were not personally interested as 
were the enemies of Christ. It is another matter if the 
soldiers did not see the Risen One. Then they knew for 
certain only one thing: that the Body of the Crucified 
One was not to be found in the tomb. The problem was 
simply to explain the disappearance of the Body—how 


and by whom it was taken out of the sepulchre. And 
thus it was not too difficult to convince their consciences, 
especially for silver, to accept the fable of the scribes. 

Thus, in contrast to the resurrection of Lazarus, the 
Gospels do not give us factual material for depicting or 
describing the very event of Christ's Resurrection. No 
one saw in what manner the Lord arose and how He 
came forth from the sepulchre. At best, the Gospels 
transmit merely an idea of the happening, and not its 
factual aspect. 

In the poetry of her divine service.and in her iconog- 
raphy, our Orthodox Church always remains faithful to 
the Gospel narrative. 

In the Paschal Kanon (Ode 6, 1) we sing, “Having 
kept intact the seals, O Christ, thou didst rise from the 
grave.’ Not only was the stone not removed, but even 
the seals upon it were untouched when the Resurrection 
of Christ took place. And “Life shone forth from the 
grave’ while yet “the tomb was sealed.’’ The Risen One 
issued forth out of the grave thusly and came to the 
Apostles “by closed doors,’ without opening them. He 
came out of the grave without any exterior signs which 
a casual observer could notice. “In the tomb wast thou 
sealed with Thy definable flesh (subject to the usual 
spacial patterns and other conditions of this life), un 
definable didst thou arise (free from the patterns of this 
life and inaccessible to earthly observation), the war- 
riors guarding Thee.” Similar to the Nativity from the 
Virgin, the Resurrection of Christ remains a mystery, 
“sealed to probers’’ (inaccessible for earthly investiga- 
tion), and is a miracle for only ‘those worshipping the 
mystery of the Resurrection with faith” (Stichera for the 
Praises, Tone 5). The ordinary investigator of the empty 
tomb can discover only that which the warriors knew: 
that the Buried One is no longer in the tomb, but that 
He has risen. And the manner in which He arose is a 
miracle which is revealed only to the faithful. 

Accordingly, true church iconography, occupied, as 
we have seen, with the exterior physical aspect of the 
resurrection of Lazarus (Lazarus coming out of the 
grave), almost forgets such a theme (the exit out of the 
tomb) when it turns its attention toward depicting 
Christ's Resurrection, and likes to portray the exclusively 
spiritual side of the Resurrection of Christ, His earthly 
essense: the descent of the triumphant Lord into Hades, 
the release of Adam and Eve and the other prisoners of 
Hades, and the like 


Without mentioning the manner in which the Lord 
arose, the Evangelists relate the appearances of the Risen 
One. But even in this respect, a most essential difference 
is revealed between the Risen Lord and Lazarus. Anyone 
could see Lazarus after his resurrection. It was even pos- 
sible to go to Bethany to view him. But, as the Apostle 
Peter clearly said concerning the visions of the Risen 
Lord. “Him God raised up the third day, and shewed 
Him openly, not to all the people, but (only) unto us, 
witnesses chosen before of God” (Acts 10:5-15). 

Besides appearing to whomever He wished, the Lord 
could, if it may be so expressed, control perceptibility of 
Himself. He journeyed, conversed, and reclined at sup- 
per with Luke and Cleophas, and suddenly became in- 
visible to His companions (Luke 24:31). Oftentimes the 
Lord appeared in such a manner that even persons who 
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were very close to Him, who had constantly seen Him 
before His sufferings, did not, at first, recognize Him, 
and would not until He Himself gave them this knowl- 
edge through some action familiar to them. For example, 
the breaking of bread recalled past meetings with the 
Lord for Luke and Cleophas and “their eyes were open- 
ed and they knew Him;” the miraculous catch of fish by 
the Tiberian fishermen, after the command to cast the 
net on the right side of the ship (John 21:6; cp. Luke 
5:4-5) ; and calling Mary Magdalene by her usual name. 
(John 20:16). 

Equally with the capability of being invisible or vis- 
ible according to wish and not in all the familiar de- 
tails, the Risen Body of the Savior was free to pass 
through any material obstacles without disturbing them. 
Just as the Savior came forth out of the sealed tomb 
unhampered, without disturbing the stone or seals, so 
He came to the Apostles “through the closed doors” 
without opening them. Generally, from an earthly view- 
point, the Glorified Flesh of the Son of God was so 
thin materially, so free of the crudely-material imperfec- 
tions and limitations which are usual with us, that dur- 
ing the Lord’s first manifestation the Apostles at first 
“supposed that they saw a spirit” (Luke 24:37). In or- 
der to dispel this opinion, it was necessary not only for 
them “to see His hands and feet,” not only ‘‘to touch 
Him and to see... having flesh and bones,” but also it 
was necessary for the Manifested One to “take the: piece 
of broiled fish and of an honeycomb” given Him by 
the Apostles themselves, and “eat before them’ (Luke 
24:39, 42, 43). Only after this “were the disciples glad 
(genuinely convinced) that they see their former Teach- 
er, the Lord,” who was Crucified, Buried, and certainly 
had Risen (John 20:20). 

Thus, though the Risen Lord returned to this life for 
a certain length of time, He did not belong in essence 
to this world in even His bodily nature. True, the Glori- 
fied Flesh of the God-man, even after the Resurrection, 
remained His former Flesh, borrowed from the first old 
Adam, with all its former individual characteristics (ex- 
terior form, voice, and even to the ‘wounds of the nails’”’ 
on hands and feet and even including the pierced side). 
But this was flesh already transfigured, spiritualized, 
freed from the crude materialism of this world and from 
the other consequences of the curse of our Forebearers. 
In a word, this was already the Flesh of the second new 
Adam, which had passed from corruption to incorrup- 
tion, having commenced the life of the world to come. 
The Evangelists, having as their primary aim to witness 
the truth of the Resurrection, do not especially mention 
such a transfigured state of the bodily nature of the 
Risen God-man. They merely compel us to presuppose 
this state by their narratives. This question is revealed 
more directly and in greater detail by the Holy Apostle 
Paul in the Fifteenth Chapter of the First Epistle to the 
Corinthians. 


First of all, the Apostle establishes the closest, or 
rather, an indissoluble bond between Christ's Resurrec- 
tion and the future resurrection of the dead, with a 
mutual dependence on faith in the first and faith in the 
second: ‘For if the dead rise not then is Christ not 
raised’ (verse 16). Without a resurrection of the dead 
there can be no purpose or meaning in Christ’s Resur- 


rection, just as the preaching of the apostles and the 
whole of the Christian faith in general would be point- 
less and without significance. That is, neither the Incar- 
nation nor the Resurrection were necessary for Christ 
Himself, and if ‘Christ arose from the dead,” He did 
so only to be “the first-fruits of them that slept (v. 20), 
to be first in the endless ranks of the dead, arising for 
life eternal. Just as from Adam all receive a mortal na- 
ture and die, so by uniting with Christ “‘all shall be 
made alive.” But necessarily ‘‘every man in his own or- 
der: Christ the firstfruits (apart from Christ there is no 
resurrection), afterward they that are Christ's (in Greek: 
“oi toy Christoy’; the Slavonic text is not altogether ac- 
curate: “those believing in Christ,” verse 23); i.e., His 
for Him, wholly belonging to Him, vitally merged with 
Him. This means that ‘the resurrection of life’’ (John 
5:29) is not a sort of objective consequence of the Re- 
surrection, mechanically spreading over the whole race 
of man, independent of the personal attitudes of indivi- 
duals toward Christ. The resurrection of life can be the 
lot only of those “who are Christ's,” who have become 
united with Christ in the new regenerated humanity, re- 
surrecting unto life everlasting, and further a general 
restoration (apocatastasis) when the Son “shall have 
delivered up the kingdom to God, even the Father,” 
“that God may be all in all” (verses 24, 28). 

In the Gospel according to John, the Lord Jesus Christ 
illustrates more concretely who are these “who are 
Christ's, how they become thus, and how they are able 
to participate in the resurrection. “For my ftesh is meat in- 
deed, and my blood is drink indeed,” introducing in 
man the beginning of the new external life. Namely, 
“He that eateth my flesh and drinketh my blood dwel- 
leth in me, and I in him,” as the fullness and fountain 
of life. Therefore, “as the living Father hath sent me, 
and I live by the Father, so he that eateth me, even he 
shall live by me.” Thus, ‘whose eateth my flesh and 
drinketh my blood, hath eternal life” because he has 
Me, the Source of Life, within himself, having as if 
become organically one with Me. As such, “I will raise 
him up at the last day’’ (John 6:25-27, 40). 

“But some man will say, How are the dead raised up? 
And with what body do they come?” (1 Cor. 15:35). 
The Apostle answers with this comparison: “Bae grain 
is sown,” insignificant in size and with neither form 
nor goodness, and “God giveth it a body... and to 
every seed its own body.” The growth springing forth 
from the seed is, of. course, one with the seed, even one 
with it in essence, but incomparable to it in the richness 
of its forms, beauty, and development; it now lives a 
completely different life. ‘‘So also is the resurrection of 
the dead: It is sown in corruption, it is raised in incor- 
ruption; it is sown in dishonor, it is raised in glory; it 
is sown in weakness, it is raised in power; it is sown a 
natural body, it is raised a spiritual body” (verses 37, 
37, 42-44). Man, of course, rises with his former bodily 
nature, but a transfigured nature, freed from all weak- 
ness and imperfection (as the consequences of sin), 
but—more important—incorruptable, no longer belong- 
ing to the natural (corporeal, mortal) world, but to the 
spiritual. 

The first world derives its origin from the first Adam, 
the second world from the Second Adam. The first 
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Adam ‘was made a living soul.’ With his bodily nature 
he belonged to the animal world, and (as a consequence 
of sin) not having raised himself above the earth, from 
which he was created, was subject to death and return 
to the earth. The later Adam, the Risen One, was the 
Life-creating Spirit. Even in His human nature He is 
completely free from all imperfections and limitations 
of the animal or natural life, and not only is not a slave 
of the earth, but also “the Lord from heaven’’ (verses 
45, 47-48). “As is the earthy, such are théy also 
that are earthy; and as is the heavenly, such are they also 
that are heavenly.’ In being born of the first Adam, 
people following him serve the earth and die. To the 
contrary, following after the risen Christ, people must 
become celestial and live eternally. 

The difference between these two worlds or kingdoms 
is sO great and irreconcilable that it is impossible, be- 
longing to the first, to become a participant or member 
of the second. ‘‘Flesh and blood cannot inherit the king- 
dom of God, neither doth corruption inherit incorrup- 
tion’’ (verse 50). Whether this should be understood in 
a moral sense, or in the sense of life on a corporeal basis, 
or directly in a physical sense (in the sense of being 
clothed by earthly, mortal, bodily nature), in any of 
these cases the man will not enter the Kingdom of God. 
In order to enter, ‘this corruptable must put on immor- 
tality." Then the word of the Scriptures will be ful- 
filled: “Death is swallowed up in victory. O death, 

here is thy sting? O Hades, where is thy victory?” 
(verses 53-55). 

A genuine victory over death consists not in the dead 
returning to life and reverting to the former earthly 
life, but rather in the transfiguration, spiritualization, 
and cleansing of the dead flesh from the earthly and 
the mortal to such an extent that death would not have 
power over it, much as it does not over the Risen Christ. 
“Christ being raised from the dead dieth no more, death 
hath no more dominion over Him (Rom. 6:9). The 
risen flesh is transfigured to such an extent that it ceases 
to belong to the earthly world, and simply becomes in- 
accessible for the forces and laws operating in the earth- 
ly world (and also for death). 

This explains why Lazarus, having risen in a cor- 
rupt body, could not come out of the tomb without 
the stone being removed beforehand; why the wind- 
ing bands, with which his body was wrapped at the 
burial, remained on his body and continued to bind 
him even after his resurrection. It was necessary to 
untie them in order to free Lazarus. In contrast to this, 
the Risen Flesh of the Life-giver withdrew freely from 
the tomb and the winding bands without even disturb- 
ing them. All this remained somewhere far below and 
lost its power to restrain the Risen One, Who belonged 
now to the other world. 

It is impossible to imagine that the Risen Lord, 
having risen from the bed of death, discarded the 
burial bands as clothes are discarded, or in the way 
that Lazarus freed himself from the winding bands. 
If some sort of an analogy is permissable here, then it 
is better to imagine ice wrapped in winding bands. 
The ice melts from the heat and the water flows out 


of the winding bands, leaving them tied as before; 
they can now no longer hold the water. So also the 
winding bands of the Buried Christ remained tied in 
the grave, in the same way as they had clothed the 
Body of the Buried One, although the latter was no 
longer in them. Is this not what the Gospel narrative 
wishes to indicate when it mentions that “the napkin 
was lying wrapped together in a place by itself ?’’ Does 
not mean that the napkin which had been wrapped 
around Christ’s head remained bound in a knot? It 
would then be completely understandable why ‘that 
other disciple,” with his first glance upon the winding 
bands, “saw and believed” (John 20; 8). Immediately 
he saw that what had transpired there was certainly 
not what Mary Magdalene had first thought; it was 
by no means that ‘they have taken away the Lord out 
of the sepulchre, and we know not where they have 
land Him” (verse 2). Within the limits of earthly pos- 
sibilities it was impossible to take the Buried One out 
of the winding bands (permeated with a glutinous 
substance besides, and likely already holding fast) 
without untying the winding bands (and perhaps with- 
out breaking them). This means that the Lord “‘passed 
from death unto resurrection of life’ (John 5:39), 
and the burial bands simply lost the power of contain- 
ing the transfigured Flesh of the Risen One within 
themselves, He having now passed to the other world. 

This belonging of the Risen Flesh to the other 
world also explains why the Lord was visible only to 
these to whom He wished to appear, and only when 
He so desired. Moreover, He appeared “‘only unto wit- 
nesses chosen before of God” (Act 10:41), who were 
already Christ's; though they were yet in mortal flesh, 
in their spirits they were already living the life of the 
world to come, and therefore were prepared to receive 
its revelations. But again even these people saw the 
Risen One only, each time, by the special action of 
His Grace them the capability for this recipience. 

This is why Holy Church begins her Paschal Kanon 
with the invitation, “Let us purify our sences (from all 
which is sinful, vain, corrupt, because only then) .. . 
we shall behold Christ ¢even though mentally, spir- 
itually}, radiant with the light ineffable (for flesh 
and blood) of the Resurrection, and shall hear Him 
say: Rejoice!” The blessedness of eternal life in the 
Kingdom of Heaven consists of such spiritual cont- 
emplation of the glory of the Risen Lord, and in a 
profoundly cincere fellowship with Him. Therefore in 
the seventh Ode we sing, “Come . . . on the appointed 
day of the Resurrection, let us partake of the kingdom 
of Christ.” But since, for the present, we are clothed 
in mortal flesh and belong to the present world, all 
such contemplation, any spiritual enjoyment of the 
kingdom of Christ, represents only the dawn of the 
coming day, only a weak fore-taste of the future boun- 
ties. Therefore the Paschal Kanon concludes with the 
prayer: “O Great and Holiest Pascha, Christ! O 
Wisdom, Word, and Power of God! Grant to us a 
most clear sign that we shall share with Thee in the 
unwaning day of Thy Kingdom.”
